What the Bible Does for Men 


CHAPLAIN’s monthly 
A report includes the fol- 

lowing excerpts from a 
letter received from a ser- 
geant who is now recuperat- 
ing in a-Regional Hospital: 
“Such an illness as mine 
does strange things to one’s 
mind. There was a time 
when I firmly believed God 
had forsaken me, and if not, 
he was an inhuman and 
merciless being who delight- 
ed in torturing the men he 
created. You can see by 
such dark thoughts I was 
quite ill in my mind as well 
as in body. Then you and 
the other Chaplains visited 
me. Because of your faith 
and cheerfulness and will- 
ingness to help me I decided to reread my Bible... I 
started in the New Testament and read a few lines each 
evening before “lights out.’”? To my surprise, which 
should not have been a surprise at all, I began sleeping 
better. Later I found myself turning to my Bible at odd 
moments throughout the day. There was comfort in 
just holding my Testament and knowing it was near me. 
As I read I began to see God and religion in a new and 
interesting light. Now I know and can see many things 
and realize that there is great power in faith, and my 
God is not the terrible person I thought Him to be. 
These past few weeks I have seen some terrible_things 
that modern warfare has done to ‘G.I. Joe.” Now I am 
actually ashamed that I have ever complained about 
my lot in life. Seeing so many persons just back from the 
front-line fighting, and so terribly maimed and disabled, 
at first gave me the feeling that God and Christianity 
were going to lose the most of this war. But after talking 
with many of these men I can see God is going to be the 
victor of this war !”’ 

Lt. Paul K. Potter, Chaplain Corps, United States 
Naval Reserve, recalled an incident which he de- 
scribed as one of the deepest religious experiences he 
had ever known. 

It began when a young Marine corporal was brought

aboard his vessel along with 
other wounded who were 
being evacuated. At first 
they thought his left arm and 
shoulder had been entirely 
shot away, but later learned 
that the arm was still intact, 
although the shoulder was 
almost completely gone. He 
was, however, suffering from 
great loss of blood and from 
extreme shock. The doctors 
told the Chaplain that the 
boy’s chances were very 
slim. 

The Chaplain and the 
corporal soon became 
friends. The corporal liked 
to have the Chaplain read 
Scripture to him and they 
often had long talks. Then 
late one night the Chaplain was summoned to the sick 
bay ... the Marine had grown worse during the night 
and had asked for him. 

“Chaplain,” he said weakly, “‘let’s you and I pray a 
little. I just dreamed I was going to die.” 

After reassuring him that he had indeed been dream- 
ing, the Chaplain prayed with the boy and then began 
to read to him some of his favorite passages from the 
Bible. He opened his New Testament to the third chap- 
ter of John. ‘‘There was a man of the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus,”’ he began. The corporal listened to every 
word as the Chaplainread on. When he came to the 16th 
verse, ‘“For God so loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, . . .” the Marine recognized the 
familiar passage and joined the Chaplain as he read the 
promising words “that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish, but have everlasting life.”’ They re- 
peated the verse again and again at the boy’s request. 
After another prayer and a few more reassuring words 
the Chaplain left. 

Next morning the doctor came to Chaplain Potter 
with the surprising news that for four hours after he had 
left the sick bay the wounded Marine had steadily im- 
proved. “Chaplain,” he said, “if that man gets well, it 
will be due to his faith in something outside of himself 
and beyond this world.’ During the days that followed, 
the Marine continued to regain his strength. The 
Cha >lain talked to him often and one day told him that 
he felt sure that in three months the corporal would be 
at home with his family. Three months later almost to

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On Reading the Bible 


By Francis Carr Stifler 


READ the Bible through last fall in fifty days, read- 

ing from two to three hours a day. During the 

seven weeks I read little else, but meditated much 
upon the chapters of the day. This is only one of the 
many ways of reading the Bible. I found that it yielded 
certain values that no other Bible reading had ever 
given me. They were overwhelming, over-all impres- 
sions that will always stay with me to support whatever 
else I do with the Bible. I found the centrality of God in 
the Book. I found, to adapt the lingo of our age of radio, 
that I could say of the Bible, “This is God speaking.” 
The title “Word of God” will always have a richer con- 
tent for me now. I found the universality of the Bible’s 
promises—that they were made, as the Christmas angel 
said, ‘‘to all people.’ What a discovery it was as I faced 
my coming duties to our new “One World”! I was 
deeply impressed with the Bible’s forward look. It is an 
old Book. It relates long stretches of history. But a glow 
of better things to come never fades out as one turns the 
pages. 

There is much that my fifty-day rate of reading did not 
give me. It added little to my ability to excel in a Bible 
quiz. It contributed little to my store of memory verses, 
and even less to my knowledge of systematic theology; 
and yet it did give me the priceless values I speak of. 

There are many ways of reading the Bible. Any 
method pursued in prayerful sincerity is fruitful. The 
reading of favorite chapters is always profitable. It is 
profitable for the beginner. It is like priming the pump 
for one who never knew the sweetness of the living 
water. It is profitable for the Bible lover. He knows from 
long experience how refreshing these familiar chapters 
are, however often he may turn to them. It helps to 
store the memory with those riches which no circum- 
stance in life can rob one of. But maybe, most of all, 
the reading of these favorite passages becomes the be- 
ginning or the revival of a habit of regular Bible reading 
in a life that has stumbled through the years without it. 

For it is regular, systematic, studied Bible reading 
that counts the most. Each searcher must find the ap- 
proach and the method most profitable for him. He will 
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find it if he persists. Men need the Bible every day as 
they need sunshine, food and sleep. As men have their 
tastes for what and where they eat and where and when 
they sleep and what their daily exercise shall be, so they 
must find their most rewarding form of Bible reading; 
but they must find it, they must add it to their list of daily 
necessities. 

Some will read the Bible devotionally. This, however, 
is not acommon American mood and it may be that the 
woeful lack of Bible reading in our land stems from the 
feeling of many people that this is the only acceptable 
approach. Of course, it is not. The Bible may be read 
topically. It may be read by Books. It may be read as 
history. It may be read with biographical interest. The 
Bible’s poetry may appeal to some, its prophecy to 
others, its Oriental imagery to not a few. Many earnest 
readers may use their Bible daily as a mirror, looking at 
themselves, their sins, their failures, their hopes, the 
paths to victory that the Book presents to them. There 
are a thousand ways to make God’s Word one’s daily 
blessing. : 

As dishes and beds help us to enjoy the benefits o 
daily food and rest, so there are countless helps at hand 
for the one who is determined to become a daily Bible 
reader. Many copies of the Bible have, bound in with 
the sacred text, suggestions and outlines of great merit. 
Churches and Sunday schools fail in their opportunity 
if they do not offer guidance here. Not a week passes but 
there appears some new book about the Bible and how 
to use it. It is only lack of hunger and thirst after right- 
eousness that keeps any man from being a daily Bible 
reader. 

However we read, it should be to the one end—that 
we should know Christ. In my fifty-day reading I found 
in the New Testament the cream of what I read. There 
was fulfillment. There was clarity. There was power. 
There was direction. There was world fellowship. There 
was victory. Whatever the method chosen, reading the 
Bible should be done to find Christ for oneself. He has 
done his part. He stands at the door and knocks. In His 
Book is the key to the great discovery for every man.

Through the Open Gate 


HousaNps of Bible-loving Americans have been 

praying for the day when Bibles and not bombs 

would be shipped to Europe. While we believe 
there was not a month during the black days of the 
European war that a little trickle of the Scriptures was 
not finding its way to the Continent, still the day of un- 
lighted convoys creeping among the submarines and 
heavy with the instruments of death has yielded to the 
day of brightly lighted vessels flying, full steam ahead, 
with their shipments of relief to the destitute people of 
Europe’s nations, left hungry and impoverished by 
nearly six years of the most destructive warfare ever 
branded into the record of the race. 

We are glad to report that through the gates flung 
open by the day of armistice the American Bible So- 
ciety has begun its blessed traffic in the Scriptures for 
those who have needed them so desperately for so long. 


Prisoners of War 


All through the days of battle the Society maintained, 
principally through its office established in 1940 in 
Geneva, Switzerland, a program of supply for prisoners 
of war and particularly those millions detained in Ger- 
many. The difficulties of actually getting the books into 
the hands of these men were, during the war, many and 
discouraging, although hundreds of thousands did 
reach their hands. With the gradual coming under 
Aliied control of these concentrations of prisoners, the 
long pent-up demands began to pour in. In the first five 
months of this year more than three hundred requests 
for Scriptures for prisoners of war were received, calling 
for everything from a single Greek Testament for a Ger- 
man prisoner studying theology to the request of the 
Theatre Chaplain, European Theatre of Operations, for 
everything in German that could possibly be sent. From 
General Alexander, commanding the Allied forces in 
Italy, came a request relayed through the Archbishop 
of York and the British and Foreign Bible Society for 
10,000 German Testaments for use in the camps in Italy. 
Also from the British and Foreign Bible Society came a 
request for 50,000 German Testaments and 150,000 
German Gospels for prisoners in camps in England. 

Requests from Chaplains in charge of prisoners of 
war in the United States come at frequent intervals, 
whole Bibles being asked for in quantities of from ten to 
200. Korean Testaments and Testaments and Gospels 
in Japanese have been provided for prisoners of war and 
for civilians in Okinawa and other Pacific islands, where 
the gates are also beginning to open. 

To meet the enormous and continuing demand for 
German Scriptures the Society has prepared a beauti- 
fully bound volume containing the New Testament and 
selections from the Book of Psalms. The accompanying 
picture of this book was taken so that the reader can get 
some idea of the over-all cover picture of the Sea of 
Galilee, done in four colors and with a varnished finish 
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that makes the book very attractive. An edition of 
800,000 of these books has been issued, of which 300,000 
have already been shipped to the Theatre Chaplain in 
Europe. 


liberated Areas 


It is a great pleasure for the Society to be able to re- 
port that at last real progress is also being made in

arranging for shipments of Scriptures to liberated areas 
and civilians in Europe. It is hard for us in our favored 
land to realize conditions in Europe. Though we have 
known the tragedies and losses of war, we have experi- 
enced none of its destructive horrors that have visited 
the cities and the countryside in almost every European 
nation. Homes there are gone, churches gone, money 
gone, the very means of livelihood in so many cases 
gone. Bibles are non-existent but more in demand than 
ever. It will be months if not years before local Bible 
publishing in adequate volume can be resumed in’ 
many of these lands. Aware of this for many months, the 
American Bible Society has been making preparation in 
co-operation with the British and Foreign Bible Society 
to meet Europe’s needs. Some of the production has 
been carried on in Switzerland, where Scriptures in 
nine languages are being printed. The expense of these 
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books is to be borne equally by the British and the 
American Societies. 

The first of these shipments from the United States 
for liberated areas consisted of 500 Italian Bibles, 9,000 
Testaments, 100,000 Gospels and about 5,000 single di- 
glot Books in Italian and English. These were shipped 
through the Office of War Information to the Bible 
Depot in Rome. Through the same channels, to the 
Minister of Church and Education in the Norwegian 
Government have gone 3,000 Norwegian Bibles, 15,000 
Testaments and 75,000 Gospels. Through the French 
Forwarding Department have gone 5,000 French Bibles, 
20,000 ‘Testaments and 150,000 Gospels. This shipment 
was facilitated by Dr. Marc Boegner, President of the 
Reformed Churches of France, on his recent visit to the 
United States. The books were sent to the Bible Society 
of France for distribution. Part of them were assigned to 
the McAll Mission in recognition of gifts from that 
group in this country. 

Through the YMCA and the Ecumenical Commis- 
sion for Chaplains’ Aid have gone, by way of the So- 
ciety’s office in Geneva, Switzerland, 500 Ukrainian 
Bibles, 2,000 Russian Testaments and 750 Slavic Gos- 
pels. Through American Relief for Holland, Inc., have 
gone 100,000 Dutch Gospels for the Provisional Synod 
of the Dutch Reformed Church. 

A shipment of Russian Scriptures, 1,980 Testaments 
and 20,000 Gospels, in response to an appeal from Mr. 
Paul Rogosin, has gone to Marseille, France. Mr. Ro- 
gosin reported that large numbers of Russian workers in 
France were being brought to Southern France in 
groups of 16,000 at a time for passage to Russia in Rus- 
sian steamers through the Mediterranean. Although 
Russian Bibles unfortunately are not yet available, it is 
expected that additional shipments of Testaments and 
Gospels will be made through these channels. 


The Need in Germany 


As for the need for Scriptures in Germany, two letters 
from Chaplains will throw light on the situation. One 
points out that the region of Westphalia is largely Prot- 
estant and the pastors there were little influenced by 
the Hitler régime and are deeply concerned to exercise 
their spiritual and Christian prerogatives. Their great- 
est need is for Christian literature. The schools were to 
open on August 4. For five years the curriculum of these 
schools centered in “the three R’s” of Hitler propa- 
ganda. After reciting these conditions the Chaplain 
urges the shipment of 3,000 Bibles and 3,000 Testaments 
to the officer in charge of the local military government. 

Another Chaplain writes that he was sought out by a 
German pastor of the Confessional Church who earnest- 
ly asked for 5,000 German Bibles for his area. 

These are just the beginnings of the tide which should 
rise and run full for many months as the gates open 
wider and the needs are more fully known. Here is a 
continent that has known and loved the Bible since 
apostolic days. Now it has no Bibles. It has no means of 
providing them. It has no money to buy them. Moral 
and spiritual rehabilitation for Europe requires the 
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Bible and requires it promptly in many languages and 
in thousands after thousands of copies. This is why 
$809,900 of the $2,932,600 War Emergency and Post- 
war Rehabilitation Fund of the American Bible Society 
is allocated to this work. The sum may seem large but, 
in the estimates that produced it, many pressing needs 
are not included. Not included, for instance, is the res- 
toration of the operations of the national Bible So- 
cieties on the Continent—such as those in France, Nor- 
way, Denmark, Holland and several in Germany. 

Here is a great challenge to Bible-bred America. If 
we are to have a world dedicated to peace, we must have 
a Europe resupplied with Bibles. This item is one of the 
early ‘“‘musts.” It can be realized only as Bible-loving 
Americans do their share. 


Did You Ever Hear of ; 
These Languages? 


Dea 1944 six new languages were added to the 

list of those in which some part of the Scriptures 
has been published. The new languages in which Por- 
tions of the Bible were published are Gio, spoken in 
Liberia, Africa; Guajira, spoken in Colombia, South 
America; Holo, spoken in the Belgian Congo, Africa; 
Kim, spoken in French Equatorial Africa; Sangtam 
Naga and Southern Rengma Naga, spoken in Assam 
and Burma. 

The whole Bible has been published in 184 languages, 
a whole Testament in 235 more; at least a complete 
Gospel or other Book of the Bible in 560 more; and 
selections in 89 more—making a total of 1,068. 

Every library and every Sunday school should possess 
a copy of the Society’s unique volume ‘‘The Book of a 
Thousand Tongues,” which displays sample pages or 
passages from the printed Scripture in the hundreds of 
languages in which it has been published.

the day, Chaplain Potter received a message from the 
corporal stating that he had arrived home safely, had 
regained almost full use of his arm and was going to be 
married in a few days. 

John H. Galbreath was one of the Navy Chaplains 
with tae Marines on Iwo Jima. Of his experiences there 
he writes: 

“Most of their heroism was not spectacular. It lay 
chiefly in seeing the task to be done and, regardless of 
personal safety, carrying it out completely without ques- 
tion or feeling of self-sacrifice. It is humbling to be 
privileged to walk among such men, and immeasurably 
so to be privileged to be their ‘man of God.’ 

“T have learned also a new appreciation of foxhole 
religion. Some have criticized it as being the cowardice 
of a man scared out of his wits clutching for the last 
straw—the Almighty. But as he finds himself on the

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Americanism in Brazil 
By Charles W. Turner 


RAZIL has had an evangelical heritage of long stand- 
ing, to be sure; the witness has been that of a 
minority, as it still is, but the witness has been 
present and effective. The influence of this thin stream 
of evangelical witness during nearly four centuries on 
the spiritual development of Brazil has been significant 
and has contributed to the present-day receptiveness of 
Brazilians generally to the Bible and to gospel truth. 
In the 16th century the stream of evangelical influ- 
ence commenced its fertilizing work in Brazil through 
the presence of a band of Huguenots commissioned by 
John Calvin and his Reformed Church. Though in no 
sense a sustained effort it constituted a beginning. Dur- 
ing the early decades of the 17th century, following the 
Dutch invasion of northeastern Brazil, the Protestant 
Prince Maurice of Nassau brought with him the evan- 
gelical traditions of the period and the liberalizing 
purposes of his dynasty. The first breath of the Brazilian 
democratic spirit emanated from this region of Brazil 
one hundred years later through the unquenchable ac- 
tivity of the Pernambucan federalist 
Throughout several decades of the 19th century, again, 
the German colonists of southern Brazil were devout 
standard-bearers of the Lutheran banner and contrib- 
uted substantially to the gradually growing stream of 
‘evangelical tradition, culture and mentality. 
The era of modern evangelical missionary activity in 
the last hundred years has brought a progressive intensi-

fication of evangelistic endeavor in Brazil. Undergirded 
and aided throughout by the indispensable contribution 
of the American and British Bible Societies, with their 
provision of Scriptures, there have emerged hundreds 
and hundreds of sturdy, aspiring Baptist, Presbyterian, 
Methodist, Episcopalian and Congregational churches 
and Sunday schools in Brazilian cities and rural regions, 
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movement. 


together with hospitals, homes for the aged, orphanages, 
social centers and highly efficient educational institu- 
tions. All these churches and institutions are under 
national direction and leadership and together with 
their membership, friends and sympathizers represent a 
constituency of between three and four million per- 
sons. 

The evangelical heritage in Brazil is thus both strong 
and of long standing and makes a notable impact on the 
life and culture of the nation. It is not surprising, 
therefore, in these days when papal hierarchies in Latin 
America and the United States threaten curtailment of 
the twin freedoms—freedom of conscience, and freedom 
of religion—that Brazilian evangelicals should rise up 
with their steadfast convictions to echo the words of 
Naboth, the great Old Testament loyalist, in his con- 
troversy with Ahab: ‘‘The Lord forbid it me, that I 
should give the inheritance of my fathers unto thee” 
(lkkines-216)e 

Brazilian evangelicals and their friends are keenly 
alive to the vital issues at stake in the present-day con- 
troversy on religious freedom in Latin America. They are 
surprised that Roman Catholic claims, so clearly lack- 
ing in historical and factual support, should be taken 
seriously in Government circles at Washington. Brazil- 
ians recall that since 1822, the year of their independ- 
ence, liberalizing trends developed increasingly in the 
Brazilian Empire, fanned by the freedom-loving senti- 
ments propagated by the federalists of Pernambuco. 
This combination gradually prepared the way for the 
full tide of democracy. As far back as 1869, for example, 
the strong liberal party of the Brazilian imperial period 
inscribed as one of the principal planks of the party plat- 
form and as one of the urgent needs of the Empire the 
concession of “effective guarantees for freedom of 
conscience.” 

Associated with this same spirit in subsequent years 
are the honored names of distinguished parliamentar- 
ians “and senators, such as Cristiano B. Otoni, Silveira 
Martins, Souza Dantas, Taunay, Afonso Celso, Costa 
Pereira and, very specially, Ruy Barbosa, the un- 
paralleled Brazilian crusader for the essential freedoms. 
“In the name of our spirit of Americanism, of wisdom 
and of prudence,” urged the liberal senator Taunay, 
speaking in 1888 in the Brazilian Imperial Parliament, 
“we demand the proclamation without delay of the 
glorious principle of religious freedom.’ The senator’s 
use of the expression “‘our spirit of Americanism”? is well 
worth noting, since the Roman Church in Brazil is 
working hard today to convince the people and Govern- 
ment of the United States that the presence of Prot- 
estantism and of Protestant missionaries in Latin 
America is evidence of a spirit of anti-Americanism. 

During Brazil’s struggle for freedom of conscience 
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sixty years ago Ruy Barbosa contended, “With con- 
science, its freedom and rights, there must be no specu- 
lation, no compromise and no trifling,” for the one valid 
reason that “‘of all the freedoms, freedom of thought and 
conscience is the greatest and the highest. From it all 
other freedoms derive.” With the advent of the Repub- 
lic in 1889 these twin freedoms—of conscience and 
religion—were written into the Brazilian Constitution 
by the pen of Ruy Barbosa, who was an outstanding 
member of the first republican government. From that 
day, November 15th, 1889, to the present these guaran- 
_tees have never been revoked. They are still firmly effec- 
tive. And while the work of evangelical churches may 
be discriminated against in certain circles (as it has 
been), and while, in localities where ignorance and 


fanaticism abound, public Bible-burnings directed by 
Roman priests may be held (as they have been), and 
while the Bible Society’s Colporteurs may be perse- 
cuted (as they have been), such isolated attacks are not 
an index to the attitude of the Brazilian people as a 
whole toward ‘the work of the Bible Society or of the 
whole evangelical movement. Despite difficulties and 
opposition which have been encountered through the 
years the American Bible Society can rightly feel that 
its labors have been and still are welcomed in Brazil. 
The Society has had a substantial part in the develop- 
ments outlined above through the constant and prayer- 
ful distribution of millions of copies of the Scriptures 
since the days—108 years ago—when the Rev. Daniel 
P. Kidder first distributed them in Brazil. 
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Flood Victims Remembered 


In the midst of its worldwide ministry to our armed forces and to the victims of the ravages of war in many lands the 
Jollowing brief story serves to remind us that the regular work of the Society never ceases, which is to supply the 
Scriptures to anyone near or far to whom it may minister, especially in times of need

ARLY in March the Ohio River went on one of its 
periodic rampages, coming very near the record 
flood of 1937. Low-lying districts were completely 

submerged and thousands of people were moved to 
refugee shelters. Mill Creek, which drains into the 
Ohio, is ordinarily kept free of flood waters by a flood 
wall and pumps which keep clearing the water. The 
water, however, this time rose above the unfinished wall 
and quickly inundated the Mill Creek district. Cincin- 
nati thus had two floods at one time. 

As schools and other public places were opened to the 
homeless people, the Central District immediately real- 
ized the opportunity of placing Gospels in the hands of 
these people thus thrown into enforced idleness. The 
Red Cross was asked to give the location of these shel- 
ters. However, they did not feel that they could do this, 
since they considered the Society a religious organiza- 
tion, and they were non-sectarian. So it was necessary 
to locate the places by personal and telephone surveys. 

Mr. George Werpup, retired Colporteur of the Cen- 
tral District, took the northern Kentucky shore of 
Greater Cincinnati and received fine cooperation from 
the persons in charge of the shelters. About 800 Gospels 
were distributed among white and colored groups. 

On the Ohio side the office staff phoned the pastors of 
the churches located in low-lying vicinities for informa- 
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tion. Finally aid was sought from the Chief of Police. An 
interested Bible distributor, Mr. Norman Fitzgerald, 
took the Gospels to the shelters requesting them. By this 
time some of the people in the Mill Creek valley district 
were either able to return to their homes or were trans- 
ferred in small groups to other places. Approximately 
1,100 Gospels were distributed by Mr. Fitzgerald in all 
these locations. 

Extending its efforts beyond Greater Cincinnati 
limits, the District office wrote approximately 400 pas- 
tors in flooded areas up and down the river, offering 
assistance in replacing lost Bibles. Radio announce- 
ments were also carried by four Cincinnati stations and 
similar assistance offered to others in the river 
district. 

Smaller towns in the flooded area, not served by 
pastors, were selected, and the District’s successful 
‘“Householder” folder with coupon calling for a Testa- 
ment was mailed. In all, 2,500 were sent out. Requests 
were received for 184 Testaments. Bibles on the coupon 
approach were also offered to these people and thirteen 
were ordered.

ip THE American Bible Society’s great cam- 
paign to raise about $3,000,000 for its 


ministry to our men at arms, for prisoners of $2,932,600 


war and to meet the appalling needs of the 
liberated countries in Europe and Asia, the 

first city of considerable size to exceed its quota was 
St. Petersburg, Florida (approximately 80,000). 
Here is the way it happened. The facts or their 
equivalent are reproducible in almost any city: 


1. A little group of praying laymen felt that the 
thing must be done. 

2. These men sold the idea to the Council of 
Churches at the Ministerial Convention. 


3. These same men, when the need arrived, 
spent hours on end telephoning church leaders to 
attend the luncheon where the project was 
launched. 

4, An enthusiastic layman of recognized local 
leadership presided at the luncheon. 

5. Practically all the pastors of the churches at- 
tended the luncheon. 


6. The luncheon took only one hour. 


7. The quotas for the city’s churches were stated 
in Bibles and Testaments, not dollars. The value of 
these books was averaged at 25c apiece, so that a 
church whose quota was 2,000 volumes should raise 


$500. 


Among the results: 


1. The churches took hold promptly and enthu- 
siastically under the leadership of their pastors. 


2. Eleven of the twenty-one leading churches 
exceeded their quotas, some multiplying them 
several times. 

3. A memorial gift of $400 to his wife was added 
to his church’s quota by a retired minister in one 
congregation. (This is a beautiful story in its own 
right.) 

4, The total subscribed was over $6,000 on an 
allotment of $5,000. 

5. The whole community became joyfully 
aware of its responsibility to distribute the Scrip- 


tures to a dark and groping world through the 
American Bible Society.

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Young People Make a Discovery 


and what the American Bible Society is doing to capitalize upon it 


By Virginia Gilson 


N THE November issue of the National Education 
iI Journal an article by General Secretary Rome A. 
Betts of the Bible Society appeared under the title 
Freedom’s Textbook. It introduced the Nationwide Bible 
Reading program from Thanksgiving to Christmas to 
principals and teachers and emphasized the place of 
Bible reading in the daily devotional exercises and liter- 
ature classes of the day schools throughout the country. 
Thousands of bookmarks giving the selected passages 
for the Nationwide Bible Reading were immediately re- 
quested for schools from coast to coast: Wolf Trap School 
in the mountains of Virginia—Public School No. 2 in the 
heart of Indianapolis—Central School of Williston, North 
Dakota. The selected chapters were read in assemblies, in 
classes, at home. After Christmas, the official end of the 
program, groups of students began to form Bible-reading 
plans of their own. In the Randolph County High School 
of Wedowee, Alabama, so great was the success of their plan 
that Mrs. Thelma Stacy Yarborough answered Mr. Betts’ 
article with one of her own called We Read Freedom’s Textbook. 
The article, appearing in the National Education Association 
Journal of March 1945 and reprinted below, describes their 
_ plan and the way the boys and girls carried it out. Mrs. 
Yarborough writes: 


After reading Freedom’s Textbook in the November Journal I 
thought I would see if I could create interest among my Eng- 
lish students in participating in the Nationwide Bible Reading 
campaign. The Senior III, Senior I and Junior III classes de- 
cided to participate. Our principal gave us a chapel period to 
launch our campaign and to invite the whole school to join us. 

Posters and bookmark leaflets were given out in each class. 
We used our “‘checkup” periods to read the references. Satur- 
day and Sunday references were to be read at home. About 80 
percent of the three classes read to the very last reference. 
Some read additional ones. 

The question of memory work came up in the general class 
discussions. I hesitated to offer extra credit for this, as I 
thought it would be giving credit for old work rather than 
new. I casually asked how many students could say from 
memory the Beatitudes, the Ten Commandments, Twenty- 
third Psalm, 13th chapter of First Corinthians or others equal- 
ly well known. To my amazement only three out of forty- 


three pupils in one class could repeat from memory one or 
more of the above passages. So I agreed to give some extra 
eredit for memory work! 

To correlate this Bible reading with English work we se- 
lected certain passages for choral reading. We discussed the 
style and beauty of the Psalms, the simple story form of the 
Parables, the figures of speech, the allegory. In our small 
library we searched for stories, poetry or parables based on 
Scriptures or suggesting scriptural background. 

Two thirds of the students memorized from one to five 
passages. Their favorites were: I Corinthians 13; John 14; 
Psalm 121; Psalm 113; Ephesians 6; Matthew 5; Psalm 150; 
Exodus 20; Psalm 90. 

Comments by students were interesting: “I don’t see why I 
haven’t done this before.””—‘‘Now that I have started, I am 
going to keep up my daily Bible reading.” —“I wish Mother 
would memorize John 14; she wouldn’t worry so much.”— 
“Reading the Bible helped me.” 

It helped me too, and I was glad that I took the time to 
work in this bit of reading from Freedom’s Textbook. 


To ascertain just how widespread the use of the Bible 
in day schools might be, the Society made a survey of 
state regulations concerning Bible reading in the public 
schools. Eleven states require that some portion of the 
Bible be read, thirty-three states permit it or make no 
provision, and four states prohibit it. 


There is naturally a wide demand for Bible selections 
available for class exercises and weekly convocations or 
assemblies. To meet this demand the Society has just pub- 
lished a list of selected readings based on the men and women 
of the Bible. These readings are brief enough to be used in de- 
votional exercises and yet give a complete picture of each 
character. The list includes such people as Adam and Eve, the 
First of All; Noah, the First Sailor; David—from Slingshot to 
Throne; Ruth, Love’s Labor’s Won. 

If you are a school teacher, superintendent or principal, 
if you are a teacher of church school or religious education, 
or if you just want a reference list to the characters of the 
Bible, order these selected readings. Men and Women of the 
Bible, from the Society’s headquarters in New York.

@) of the interesting events of recent months 
in the Bible Society world has been the 
formation of the Bible.Society of India and 
Ceylon on November 1-3, 1944 in Nagpur, 
India. This is the fruition of the policy, con- 
sidered at the London Conference of Bible 
Societies in 1932, of fostering the development 
of national Bible Societies. For many years the 
British and Foreign Bible Society has been at 
work in India and has had a number of auxil- - 
lary societies. The new society becomes a 
largely self-governing unit to which seven auxil- 
laries elect two members each, the British and 
Foreign Bible Society five, the National Bible 
Society of Scotland and the American Bible 
Society two each, the National Christian Coun- 
cil one. The first President was the lamented 
Right Reverend V. S. Azariah, Bishop of Dornakal. The new 
society will administer the interests and contributions of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society to the work in India as 
well as the smaller contributions of the American and Scottish 
Societies. It will no doubt in due time elicit the strong sup- 
port of the vigorous Christian movement throughout India.

brink between life and death, with the balance lying in 
the hand of God, every man, regardless of his former 
religious experience, finds himself hurled into the very 
face of his Maker. The reaction of men at such a time 
differs widely. One man said he couldn’t pray that his 
life be spared—he prayed only for courage. 

“One came to me with eyes that had recently known 
tears. During his twenty years of life he had resolved he 
would never be so weak as to get on his knees before 
God. When a mortar landed about two feet from his fox- 
hole without harming him, he suddenly saw his past life 
pass before him in rapid panorama, and he discovered 
God as his Master... . 

“For myself I have never before known how precious 
life can be, but I have tried hard to pray, “Thy will be 
done,’ remembering that mighty promise that ‘all 
things work together for good to them that love God.’ 

“Probably the most effective part of my ministry dur- 
ing those days was to the men who lay wounded in the 
aid station on the beach, awaiting evacuation to the 
hospital ships. I had often wondered what I would do in 
such a time. I had feared that to repeat a Psalm or offer 
a prayer over a man would be either presumptuous or 
would serve only to convince him that all hope for his 
life had been given up. I found that my fears were un- 
warranted when a certain man whom I was about to 
leave called me back and asked me to pray for him. 

“From then on it was easy, and I found that my pray- 
ers answered a hungering as great as the longing for re- 
lease from pain. A man came in with combat fatigue. 
He was a big man, but a large mortar landing near him 
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and killing his buddies had unnerved him, and he lay 
crying and trembling on a stretcher. He scarcely had 
the coordination to speak, but I noticed he. wanted 
something. Stooping down, I could make out, ‘Tell me 
... green pastures.’ I repeated the Shepherd’s Psalm 
and prayed with him. He kept crying, but the strain 
was gone.”
